BONN, Germany, Dec. 16—In the 
first test vote on the Paris and 
Saar agreements the Bundestag 
(lower house of Parliament) to- 
night defeated a Social-Democratic 
motion to postpone ratification un- 
til after a four-power conference 
to negotiate the reunification of 
Germany. 

The motion was rejected 236 to 
153. Three deputies abstained but 
95 members of Chancellor Ade- 
nauer’s coalition were absent when 
the roll call vote was taken. 

Two explanations favorable to 
Adenauer were offered for the great 
number of absentees,

MOSCOW, Dec. 16 (P—Russia in 
its strongest warning against: the 
Western European Union threatened 
today to end its 10-year-old friend- 
ship pact with France if that coun- 
try ratified the German rearma- 
ment treaty. 

The threat was contained in a 
lengthy note handed by Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov to 
Louis Joxe, French ambassador to 
Russia, at the Foreign Ministry 
today. 

Observers in Moscow said they 
‘did not consider the note a threat 
to break Soviet-French diplomatic 
relations. It was merely a warning 
to France not to ratify the London 
and Paris agreement rearming 
Germany in the Western European 
Union,

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State Auditor Gives 
Georgians the Facts 


State Auditor B. E. Thrasher gave the 
people of Georgia and the incoming ad- 
ministration no aid or comfort in his frank 
report at the preview of state problems 
called by Gov.-Elect Marvin Griffin 
Thursday. The picture he presented is 
one of the most bleak—as he admitted— 
in many years. 

Briefly, Mr. Thrasher said the new ad- 
ministration faces financial troubles of 
major importance. At the present rate of 
revenue collections and without consid- 
ering normal growth in state services, 
Georgia will be running a $14,215,290 
annual deficit beginning next year. 

If the normal, promised increases in 
state services—including pledges under 
the Minimum Foundation Program for 
Education, normal increases in old-age 
pensions and other similar activities—are 
carried out, the state would run a deficit 
of $53.988.745 in 1955 and $90,884,316 by 
1958. The figures are based on current 
and anticipated revenue—with no in- 
creases in taxes. 

What the auditor saying is that 
if all state services are frozen at 
their present level, we will be going 
into debt at the rate of $14,215,290 annu- 
ally. There will be no increases in serv- 
ices. Moreover, if the deficit is to be 
eliminated there must be severe cutbacks. 
We cannot, in fact, preserve even the 
status quo. We will be going backward. 

The people of Georgia, the new ad- 
ministration and the Legislature face a 
financial dilemma. It will require some 
cool and careful consideration as to what 
course to take. It will require the utmost 
in economy in state government—includ- 
ing elimination of any unnecessary serv- 
ices. In the face of campaign pledges of 
no increases in taxation, the new adminis- 
tration must tighten up every aspect of 
revenue collection, especially at the local 
and county levels, and close all loopholes 
by which taxes are evaded. It must elimi- 
nate all wasteful practices and unneces- 
sary personnel from the state pay roll. 

The schools alone—the State Board of 
Education and the Board of Regents— 
have asked for $25,000,000 in added funds 
for next year. The common schools, says 
the State Board of Education, will need 
$13,000,000 additional just to carry out 
pledges under the Minimum Foundation 
Program. The added funds do not move 
toward the “adequate” educational goal, 
merely the minimum. 

The big problem facing us all—the 
administration, the Legislature and the 
people—is whether we shall go forward 
with the projected governmental program 
of the Talmadge administration or wheth- 
er we shall slip backward. It’s as simple 
as that. 

Perhaps Gov.-Elect Griffin has a so- 
lution. He promised during the campaign 
to maintain and expand services without 
additional taxes. We hope he can do it. 
Certainly the people of Georgia are not 
in a state of mind to accept increased 
taxes at this time.

He regards 
Judge Harlan, he says, as a fine, able 
man. But he insists, he will never vote 
to confirm a court appointee until one has 
been named from his state. 

Judge Harlan is an outstanding jurist 
and almost certainly will be confirmed. 
Certainly he is a man highly fitted by 
background, training and experience for 
the position. There are enough ridiculous 
things going on in the Senate without 
Sen. Langer making it plain that he re- 
gards the Supreme Court as just another 
state patronage plum for senators. We 
trust the confirmation will be quick and 
overwhelming. 
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Ready Reserve Tailored 
For Long, ‘Cold Peace’ 


President Eisenhower has _ spoken 
forcefully again in favor of a big military 
reserve program as the alternative to 
maintaining huge standing armies. This 
is in line with plans announced by the 
President and Secretary of Defense Wil- 
son, for further curtailments in manpower 
strength of the regular services. | 

It goes without saying that cutbacks 
in the regular services without an 
adequate reserve establishment would 
be foolhardy. In the period of “cold 
peace” into which we seem to be moving,

there is no substitute for military power 
to back the nation’s diplomacy. There is 
no substitute for armed force in deter- 
ring Communist aggression and for giving 
courage to our allies. 

In current military planning, top prior- 
ity is being given to building and main- 
taining an Air Force capable of defending 
this country and for instant “massive 
retaliation” in case of atomic attack. The 
strategy seems to be based on the theory 
that no nation will risk a worldwide holo- 
caust with hydrogen bombs because no 
nation could win. 

The new program apparently is a 
recognition of the fact that the nation 
must remain militarily strong for an in- 
definite period of time. In a period of 
“cold peace,” we must, therefore, attempt 
to do the job as economically as possible 
without forgetting our objective of na- 
tional security. A reserve establishment 
ready for instant service is an absolute 
necessity in the light of present-day 
problems. 
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Atlanta’s Waterworks 
Needs More Financing 


Income from Atlanta’s water system 
may be used to finance badly needed ex- 
pansion of the waterworks. 

The waterworks committee of the 
Board of Aldermen has gone on record 
favoring an increased debt limitation for 
the system in order to sell revenue cer- 
tificates. Proceeds of the sale primarily 
would be devoted to the construction of 
a big new pumping station on the Chatta- 
hoochee River and expansion of the water 
purification plant. 

The pumping station addition will add 
20,000,000 gallons a day to the water 
supply. The present equipment just 
barely suffices for current needs, and at 
the rate Atlanta is growing, cannot serve 
the city of the future. 


Wherever water goes the city grows. 
The flight to the suburbs is on in earnest 
and water mains constantly must be ex- 
tended to serve new homes. Industrial 
processes use more and more water, and 
more and more industries and new resi- 
dents locate here annually. 


Water is one of the keys to Atlanta’s 
future. The city must do everything pos- 
sible to provide an adequate supply. 
Right now, the sale of revenue certifi- 
cates seems the most logical method to 
finance waterworks expansion. 
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Let’s Barter With Reds 
For. Release of Men 


For some years now the United States 
has been holding 35 Chinese students 
who came to this country for training 
before Chiang Kai-shek lost the support 
of his people and was driven from the 
mainland to Formosa. They want to go 
back, but we have held them because 
their skills would be helpful to the plans 
of Mao Tse-tung. 

Now, the Chinese Reds hold 11 of our 
prisoners of war against all international 
law, (since the men were captured in uni- 
form), and charge them with being spies. 
There are hints from the Chinese they 
might be willing to make a barter—their 
prisoners (11) for ours (35.) 

We say we should go ahead with it. 
There are arguments that to do so would 
set a precedent. That is a half truth. The 
Chinese already have set a precedent by 
violating international law. When you 
deal with kidnapers holding victims for 
ransom, you cannot always follow routine 
practices. 

We would offer them 11 of the Chi- 
nese for our 11 men. Then if they refused 
we'd say, “Okay, we didn’t bring the 
matter up, but since you, yourself, in- 
dicate that 11 Americans are as valuable 
as 35 Chinese Reds, we agree. We thought 
so all along but were too polite to say so.” 

That would cause a loss of face which 
would require months of diplomatic beau- 
ty parlor work to repair.

Federated Department Stores, one of the nation’s biggest depart- 
ment chains, has begun to cut its prices below the ‘“‘fair trade’’ 


minimums set by manufacturers. 


General Electric Company, the nation’s biggest manufacturer 
of electrical equipment, has decided to stop tagging most of its major 
appliances with national ‘‘suggested retail prices’’ and let its dis- 
tributors around the“country do their own competitive pricing. 


There are a lot of arguments 
against the so-called ‘‘fair trade’’ 
laws that seem to make little im- 
pression on their proponents. They 
are not deterred by the fact that 
these laws would make bad eco- 
nomics or result in higher prices 
for the buying public. 

But here is one argument that 
ought to be impressive. These laws 
are impossible to enforce short of 
throwing customers and sellers in 
jail wholesale, and probably not 
even then. 

The “fair trade” laws have al- 
ways been more fiction than fact. 
When a seller has the goods and 
can sell them at a cheaper price 
than his competitor he will find 
willing buyers. And there is no 
reason why one seller should be 
compelled to charge more than he 
needs to in order to protect some 
other seller nor any reason why 
the customer should have to pay 
more. 

We have had a lot of experience 


in this country with laws that _at- - 


tempt to fix the market price for 
goods, including some very elab- 
orate ones in the days of the O.P.S. 
The ‘‘fair trade’ laws are another 
such attempt. And the plain fact 
is that the market, here as usual, 
has simply refused to stay fixed. 

Perhaps that is the best answer

to the “fair traders.”* If the Con- 
gress or the courts will not throw 
out these laws, you can rest as- 
sured that the marketplace will.

If he was any- 
thing of a gambler, he would car- 
ry the punctured tire home and 
make the repair at the shed. The 
word “garage’’ was yet unborn. 

With a hammer, he broke loose 
the rim lock. Then with the “‘tire 
tools,”’ 
and pried the casing from the split 
rim. It was a bruising, pinching, 
religion-testing performance. It 
was a time of interliners to pre- 
vent rim-cutting and a talcum that 
you sprinkled inside the tire to re- 
duce chafing.

It evokes memories of the 
1929 crash and it is just inevitable that people should ask: Is some- 
thing like a 1929 depression in the making? Are the stock market's 


movements the tip-off? 

In attempting to answer these 
questions I offer no credentials as 
an expert but I have consulted the 
experts. 

The candid and careful answer, 
I believe, is: 

That there could be a break in 
the market of substantial adverse 
proportions and that it won't help 
just to say it is an impossibility. 

That the economic conditions in 
the United States and the charac- 
ter of buying on the stock market 
are far different from what they 
were in 1929 and it is the judgment 
of the best economists that the 
upward trend of the market re- 
flects financial health, not financial 
sickness. 

Here are some of the principal 
reasons: 

1. — There were virtually no 
brakes on the 1929 market. Today 
there are many built-in protec- 
tions against a run-away market. 
Today there is far less buying on 
margin. Brokers’ loans are only 
about one-fourth what they were 
in 1929. The 1929 market was like 
a speeding automobile with the ac- 
celerator stuck to the floor. Today 
the buying of securities is subject 
to a cash margin of 50 per cent— 
a very important de-accelerator.

3. — Institutional buying is a 
source of stability to the market. 
There are relatively more buyers 
of the type of pension funds and 
personal trust funds and insurance 
companies — who don’t sell at the 
first sign of a dip — and fewer of 
the purely speculative type. Al 
though speculation is up sharply 
in the past few months, it is still 
relatively very small compared to 
1929. 

4. — A dollar has a real value of 
only half what it had in 2929. Thus 
stock prices ought to be higher 
because all prices are higher. They 
have been the last to rise sharply 
and they are still only back to the 
1929 level. 

The experts are not necessarily 
wrong in their confidence today 
because they were wishful in 1929. 
The basic economic facts are dif- 
ferent and they are healthy. Today 
personal incomes are three times 
as large as they were twenty-five 
years ago and the production of 
goods and services is three-and-a- 
half-times greater. 

Our prosperity now is a lot more 
solid than it was in 1929, and 
there’s no reason why the stock 
market shouldn't share in this 
prosperity. 


There will, of course, be differences that will develop later on 


details of policy not yet disclosed. 


In. their assurances of coopera- 
tion on broad general principles— 
which were all that were revealed 
at the White House meetings this 
week — Democrats carefully point- 
ed out that they are yet without de- 
tails.

pects, the President knows he wil] 
need Democratic help in putting 
through some of his foreign policy 
projects since he will lose a num- 
ber of Republicans in the party’s 
isolationist-inclined right wing. He 
will welcome Democratic votes in 
his fight against the right-wing dis- 
senters and his attempt to isolate 
them. All this will strengthen the 
Eisenhower forces for the almost

At the same time, the President 
will be enabled to make a record 
on foreign policy, an -Eisenhower 
record, which will be useful both 
for himself and his party if he

The President exhibited political 
shrewdness in promising to let 
Democrats in on the successive 
Steps in development of foreign 
Policies. He thus profited, whether 
consciously or not, from an omis- 
sion by Democrats in carrying out 
their bipartisan arrangements 
when in power.

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It wasn’t always that way. 

Seventy - five years ago this 
month, six U.S. “revenooers’’ set 
Atlanta to stop corn 
likker making in Rabun County. 

According. to accounts in the 

. 4, 1879, issue of The Con- 

stitution, the federal men crossed 
a swollen river in a makeshift ba- 
teau, tramped into the woods and 
smashed two stills. 

They thrashed the bushes, but 
found no sign of moonshiners so 


they re-crossed the river and made 


camp for the night. 

Then came a shot, angry yells 
and whoops as 20 indignant moun- 
taineers brandishing shotguns 
jumped into the firelight. 

The revenooers scrambled to the 
treetops and shots flew back and 
forth for half an hour. The federal 
men had the advantage of rifles 
and escaped after the moonshiners 
withdrew, but not before three of 
their men were riddled with shot. 

The Rabun incident came while 
the federal agents of 1879 were 
recovering from the mortification 
of another run-in with moonshiners, 
that time in Towns County. 

A party of 15 revenooers went 
to Towns to arrest a farmer who 
was operating a chain of stills in 
that area. 

They surrounded his farmhouse, 
waited till the family was asleep 
and then stormed the house to take 
him into custody. 

While they were tying the farm- 
er’s hands, his 18-year-old daugh- 
ter, barefoot and clad only in a 
nightgown, grabbed a foxhorn, ran

Reporters 
OrderedOut 
By Mayor

Mayor Hartsfield Thursday or- 
dered news reporters from a se- 
ries of private conferences held 
in his office in an effort to insure 
passage by aldermen Monday of 
new zoning ordinances and land 
use maps for Atlanta. 


Angered when newsmen ap- 
peared to cover the discussion, 
Hartsfield told reporters ‘‘this is 
a private conference in a private 
office with private citizens.”’ 

He then’ shouted repeatedly 
**“Get out,’’ when reporters failed 
to quit the office as promptly as 
he thought they should. After in- 
forming the mayor the sessions 
were for the conduct of public 
business with public officials and 
citizens attending, the reporters 
withdrew. 

Members of the aldermanic 
board’s zoning committee, J. M. 
Stevens, resident engineer for 
Harland Bartholomew & Asso- 
ciates, St. Louis planners, who 
made the original recommenda- 
tions, and other officials were 
present. 


—_—«—— — — — 


It was learned from those at- 
tendin.,; the discussions that the 
two major differences between 
the Municipal Planning Board 
and the aldermanic board’s zon- 
ing committee were discussed. 
The topics were which group 
shall hold public hearings on fu- 
ture partitions for rezoning and 
what restrictions if any shall be 
placed on billboard advertising. 

While Hartsfield was conferring 
fin his office, the planning board 
was in session at the other end of 
the second floor corridor, at 
tempting to pass finally on the 
proposed new measures in prep- 
aration for their final passage by 
aldermen Monday. 

Some time after reporters had 
been ejected from the mayor’s 
office, Stevens reported to the 
planning board that Mayor 
Hartsfield and members of the 
aldermanic board zoning group 
want billboard advertising, in all 
areas zoned for business, with- 
out restriction. 

After considerable discussion, 
the planning board agreed. 


CITES PUBLIC PLAN 

Later, Hartsfield himself ar- 
rived in the planning board meet- 
ing to tell members the law re- 
quires that the aldermanic board 
zoning committee hold public 
hearings on future zoning peti- 
tions. The planning group has 
insisted that it hold hearings as 
it has done in the. past. 

An effort to change planning 
board recommendations to allow 
aldermen to hold hearings failed. 
The Mayor had proposed a com- 
promise by which both groups 
hold hearings, with the planners 
setting hearings only on those mat- 
ters regarded as important. 

It appeared that hearings by 
both groups may be scheduled in 
the future as they have for the past 
several months. 


VARIANCES 

Planning board members agreed 
generally to recommendations 
made by the aldermanic commit- 
tee, but disagreed in several in- 
stances, 

It turned down aldermanic board 
recommendations as follows: 

1. C-2 zoning for Peachtree road 
from Highland drive to Oak Valley 
road, and kept the apartment 
zoning. 

2. Turned down R-2 and R-3 zon- 
ing in a Marge Northwest area in 
the Mt. Paran, West Paces Ferry, 
Habersham road section with the 
Chattahoochee River as the western 
boundary, insisting that the area 
be reserved for R-1 residential 
construction. 

3. Adversed a recommendation 
that the southeast, northeast and 
southwest corners of Mt. Zion road 
and the south leg of the express- 
way be zoned for business, and

Meeting her—a hearty, wholesome, comfortable, country- 
bred girl with a laugh you could hear a block away—was one of 
the few nice things that happended to me during the war years 
and I thought I would never forget her or her children. But they 
moved back to South Carolina and we went on to Florida and we 
lost touch after a year or so. ,

sweet letter. She meant to write when Jim died but she 
couldn’t think what to say.

Moore’s 38 years old. Maybe Marciano and Weill and the IBC 
are waiting for him to age.

Chuck Davey dressing. Perhaps there was no cause for it, because 
there isn’t a finer artist in the ring today than Olson. Maybe he 


came up on his own, not as a puppet whose strings are being 
pulled in a syndicate office. 
At least you like to think that it’s that way.

The more the merrier is never more true than during 
the Christmas season. 


The menu for dinner is a sprightly mixture of old and 
new favorites for the traditional gathering over good food 
and fellowship. The Yuletide board, at its festive best, 
revolves around the golden roast goose. 


Begin dinner with steaming hot onion soup. Stud the 
table with relishes, pickles and preserves. Serve up the 
goose with buttered rice, asparagus hollandaise, glazed 
carrots, fruit salad baskets, and rolls or buttered French 
bread. Finish the feast with Christmas cake and mince 
meat pie or plum pudding with hard sauce. 


ROAST GOOSE 


Allow approximately one pound per person. Rub 
inside and outside of goose with salt. Stuff loosely 
and truss. Lay breast side up in open roasting pan. Roast 
in moderate oven (325 to 350 degrees F.) Pour off fat 
from time to time. Cook until very tender, 25 to 30 min- 
ytes per pound or 3 to 4 hours for a 10 to 12-pound goose. 


Use a bread stuffing of the traditional one of apples 
and prunes: Combine 2 cups seeded stewed prunes, 1 cup 
peeled and cored sliced apples, 142 cup chopped walnuts or 
pecans, 1, cup soft bread crumbs, 14 cup melted butter, 1 
teaspoon -salt. Mix lightly with a fork. 


ORANGE-CRANBERRY RELISH 


2 oranges, quartered 4 cups cranberries 
and seeded 2 cups sugar 


Place oranges and cranberries through food chopper.

Rehabilitation ought to be 
started as soon as possible after 
the onset of paralysis. During the 
first few days, medicines are 
given to allay restlessness and 
the nutritional requirements are 
met by administering fluids into 


a vein or the stomach via a - 


tube. 


Passive exercises are used 


initially. The nurse keeps the ex- - 


tremities limber by bending, 
twisting, and moving them gently 
in all directions. As the pa- 
tient gains strength, he is en- 
couraged to move the affected 
parts and attend to his daily 
needs including eating, button- 
ing his shirt, combing the hair, 
and brushing the teeth.
